The Swedish exploring steamer Vega, 


>elonging to the NordenBkjold Arctic 
expedition, arrived at Yokohama, Japan, 
on Tuesday evening, the 2d instant, 
laving successfully accomplished the 
northeast passage. The health of the 
entire ship's company., is excellent 
Professor Nordenskjold 
says: 
"We 


sailed from Gothenburg, Sweden, July 
4, 1878, and four days' sail brought us 
:o Tromsol, a Norwegian port on the 
Island of Lanew, where our outfit of furs 
and necessaries for high latitudes was 
completed. 
Here we were joined by 


,he companion steamer Lena. July 25 
loth vessels sailed from Tromiol, and 
passed through Yugor Strait August 5. 
There was not a particle of ice to be 
seen between Watgatsch and the Con- 
tinent. 
The Karazi, hitherto dreaded 


by all sailors in Arctic regions, was 
equally free from ice, and anchor was 
cast at Port Dickson, near the mouth of 
the Yienessi, August 6. After three 
days' delay there, the two steameis of 
our expedition steered northeast toward 
the dreaded Talraur land and North 
Cape. Ice arrested our passage, and we 
were compelled to remain at Tajoyr four 
days. August ID, Tsejekin, the ex- 
treme northern point of 
Asia was 


reached, where a short rest was taken. 
The Vega coasted the peninsula, very 
little ice being encountered, and an- 
chored at the mouth of the Lena river 
August 25. 
To the northeastward we 


could sec the islands of New Siberia, 
but were unable to explore because of 
the great field of ice that girt their 
shores. The mouth of Kolowya river, 
a broad estuary, was found open, and 
we hastened to make all possible pro- 
gress eastward. Our difficulties soon 
began to be heavier, and increased daily. 
We were delayed much by ice between 
Cape Cook and Van Karcma. We crossed 
Kolintsch Bay on September 27, with 
comparative ease, but were imprisoned 
on the 28th near Tohuktchi settlement. 
We wintered in pack ice at this point, 
one mile from land. The entire ship's 
company maintained the best of health 
and spirits. Not a single case of scur- 
vy occurred on board. 
During the 


shortest day the sun was above the hor 
izon. less than three hours, and then onlj 
the upper limb was visible. At this 
point much time was devoted to. inter 
esting

and 
ethnographi< 


studies. There were 4,000 inhabitant 
in the several villages near by, who sub 
sisted by fishing and sealing. They are

I fully accomplished the object fo 


which the expedition was sent out b 
Dr. Dickson, namely: a practical proof 
of the existence of a northeast passage. 
Then the Asiatic coast was followed, 
and St. Lawrence Bay was crossed to 
Port Clarenoe, Alaska. 
There we 


crossed to Kanyan, dredging carefully 
in order to determine the formation of 
the bottom of the sea, many specimens 
of the fauna and flora being obtained. 
The location, breadth, velocity and ap- 
proximate volume of the currents of the 
Arctic and Pacific polar currents were 
chartered and calculated. 


Hating touched at St. Lawrence I*- 


land, we next proceeded to Beliring 
Island, where we received the first news 
from Europe through the resident agent 
of the Alaska Trading Company. 
Tho 


fossil remains on Behring Island arc of 
immense variety. 


A new marine animal was here dis 


covered, which was named llhyt.na 
Stellari. The Vega left the island on 
August 1'J, and hii-l a pleasant voyage 
until August 31, when a severe gale 
was encountered, 
accompanied with

We arrived off Yokohama a half-pah

New Counterfeit National Bank Bills, 


< WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Three 
new 


counterfeits have appeared since Aug. 
I: $1, on the National Eagle Bank, of 
Boston; $5, on the Globe National Back, 
of Boston, and the Dedham National 
Bank, ot Dedham, Mass. These coun- 
terfeits are prepared by the photogra- 
phic process, and will be very dangerous 
until the public are acquainted with the 
peculiarities that distinguish 
them. 


Examination of the seal will show that 
the lines have all been black, and that 
the red color covers the whole surface 
of the seal. On genuine notes, white 
paper can be distinctly seen through the 
red lines. The words "Series 1875" 
are so small that it is impossible to 
color them nicely and on the counter- 
feits they will be found to be badly 
blurred. On the genuine the letter is 
very clear. On the back of these coun- 
terfeits the green tint is not very well 
imitated. These counterfeits are print- 
ed in black and then painted green. Oa 
some places on the backs of "fires," par- 
ticularly in the center of the upper 
border, where the words "national cur- 
rency" occur, no attempt has been made 
to give a green tint. On the "ones" the 
tinting is much better done, but on close 
examination will prove to have been 
put on after the border was printed in 
black. On the genuine national bank 
note the backs are made by two im- 
pressions, the border in green tnd the 
center in black. The following are 
numbers that have been used on these 
counterfeits: 


Ones, National Eagle Bank, letter A, 


Treasury number, 11,994; kank number,

Fives, Globe National Bank, letter C,

Whoever not having a license to 
keep a dram shop, shall, within the corporate 
limits of the city of Decatur, by himself or 
another, either as principal, clerk or servant, 
directly or Indirectly, sell or give away any 
intoxicating liquor in any less quantity than 
one gallon, or" In any quantity to be drank 
upon the premises, or iu or upon any adjacent 
nxim, building, yiinl, street, premises, or place 
of public resort, shall be lined not less than 
twenty-live dollars, nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars. 


SEC. 3. All places where tntozkMtingliqunrg 
are sold or Riven away in rlohiiiouol this 
ordinance. 8h»ll be taken.'.hcld and be declared 
to be common nuisances; and all rooms, tav- 
erns, eating-houses, bazaars, restaurants, drug 
stores, groceries, coffee-houses, cellars, or 
other places of public resort where intoxicat- 
ing liquors an- sold or given awny In violation 
of this ordinance, shall be deemed public 
nuisances; and whoever shall keep any such 
place, by himself, or his agent or servant, 
'liull for each offense be lined one hundred 
dollars: and it shall be a part of the judgment, 
upon the conviction of the keeper, that the 
iiliicc so kept shall bo shut up and abated until 
i lie keeper shall give bond with sulBcic-nt se-

SEC 10. If the keeper of a dram shop, or 
anyporson.by liimscft or servants, shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of this ordl nance, it 
shall be tho duty of the city marshal, deputy 
marshal, or any policeman of the city, to enter 
and close his place of business and turn out all 
persons found therein not belonging to the 
premises, and keep said premises closed until 
Ihe provlMlons of this ordinance shall be com- 
plied with.
